Counsel requests that the PTO allow applicants to change the ^™«™^f° n 
k t^rT/FP98/01293"from"PCT/EP98/01239." Counsel explains that [t]he 
^^S^S^ Priority PCT application number was a clerical error 
made without deceptive intent." Ltr. 1 1. 
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A review of PTO records reveals that the original transmittal letter and preliminary 
amendment filed on 03 September 1999 both indicate that the international application number 
was "PCT/EP98/01239." However, PCT/EP98/01239 is titled "Swivelling Lever Control 
That Can be Padlocked for Closing Switchboard Cabinet Doors or the Like" and has already 
entered the national stage in the United States and given a different U.S. Application Number. 

Furthermore, a review of World Intellectual Property Organization records indicate that 
PCT/EP98/01293 is titled "Use of a 7a-Methyl-17a-Ethynl-Estrane Derivative for the 
Treatment of Atherosclerosis," the inventors are Dirk G. Meulman and Pieter Zandberg, and 
the international application has an international filing date of 03 March 1998 and priority date 
of 05 March 1997. This information is identical to the information listed on applicants' 
transmittal letter and preliminary amendment filed 03 September 1999. 

Accordingly, it is clear that the PCT number listed on the original transmittal letter and 
preliminary amendment was erroneous and should have been listed as "PCT/EP98/01293." 



For the reasons discussed above, applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1.182 to correct the 
PCT number for the above-captioned application to PCT/EP98/01293 is hereby GRANTED . 
However, applicants provided no indication of the correct PCT number prior to the expiration 
of thirty months from the earliest claimed priority date. Consequently, the above-captioned 
application is hereby ABANDONED . 

Applicants may wish to consider filing a petition to the Commissioner under 37 CFR 
1. 137(a) or (b) requesting that the application be revived with the appropriate fee. Applicant 
must also submit a new preliminary amendment annotating the proper international application 
number of PCT/EP98/01293.
